The  first  .\mencaii  |)r^soiiers  were  lit’* 
ken  on  the  I7lh  of  June,  1775.  TIksc 
were  thrown  ntliscrimiiiately  into  the 
jail  at  IJos'on,  wiLhout  any  consideration 
ot  their  rank.  Cicn.  Wasliiiigton  wrote 
to  Gen.  Gage  on  tins  subject,  to  which 
the  latter  answered  by  asseiliiig  th.at  the 
prisoners  Lad  been  treated  with  care  and 
kindiii'ss,  thoiigli  indiscrimiiialtiy,  “ as 
lie  acki  owlcd  jed  no  tank  that  was  not 
derived  fio'.ii 'lie  King.  ’ To  wliicli  Gen.  * 
Washinglon  replied,  “ Yon  affect,  sir,  to 
despise  all  rank  not  derived  from  ll-.c 
same  source  with  your  own;  I cannot 
conceive  one  more  lionourable,  than  that 
which  Hows  from  the  uncorrupted  choice 
ol  a t.iavc  and  Iree  peoj.le,  the  purest 
source  and  original  fountain  of  all  power.” 

' Gen.  Gai’leton  during  liis  command 
conducted  towards  the  .American  pi  isoiw 
ers  with  a degree  of  Imnianity  that  re- 
flected the  greatest  lionouron  his  cliarac-* 
ter.  Before  he.  commenced  his  operations 
on  the  lakes  in  1776.  he  shipped  off  those 
jof  them  who  were  olficcrs  for  New- 
I England,  but  previously  supplied  them 
iwilii  every  tiling  requisite  to  make  their 
j vovage  comfoi’tahle.  'Tlie  other  prison-’ 

I Cl’S,  anioimiing  to  800,  were  sent  home 
; by  a flag,  after  i-xacting  an  oath  from  them 
not  to  serve  diiiing  the  war  unless  ex- 
changed. Many  of  these  being  almost 
naked  were  comfortably  doathed  by  his 
orders,  previously  to  their  being  sent  oft'. 

The  capture  of  Gen.  Lee  proved  ca- 
lamitous to  several  individuals.  Sixlles, 
sian  field  officers  were  offered  in  ex- 
change for  I’liiii,  but  this  was  refused.  It 
was  said  by  the  British,  that  l,cc  was  a 
deserter  from  their  Service,  and  as  such 
could  not  expect  the  indulgences  usually 
giveii  to  pr  sonci  s of  war.  The  Amcri's 
cniis  replied,  that  as  he  had  resigned  his  ' 
British  commission  pretionsly  lo  his  ac- 
cepting one  from  the  .Americans,  he  could 
lOt  be  considered  as  a deserter.  He  was 
iciniheless  con  fit, ed.  watched,  and 
guau  ed.  f'oiigress  thereupon  resolved, 
that  Gen  \V  ishingtoii  he  directed  to  in- 
foi’iii  Geti.  ilowe.  that  should  the  protfer- 
d • xcha.ige  of  Gmi.  I,«e  for  six  fieltJ 
ofticeis  not  be  a ecpted,  a;id  Die  treat- 
ment of  liirii  as  ahov?  mentioned  be  con- 
tit:ued,ihc  pniicj)ies  cf  u taluition  sirouid 
occasion  five  of  tbe  Said  flessian  fi.  Id 
officers,  togetlitr  witl/L'cut.  Col.  .Airl.i- 
'talc!  Campbell,  to  be  detained.  In  order 
iliat  the  said  treatment  .which  Gen.  Lee 
received,  should  he  exictly  inflicted  on 
their  persons.”  'fhe  Crmpbcll  thus  de- 
signa'ed  as  the  subject  of  retaliation,  was 
a humane  man,  and  a nieriloritiiis  nf.ficer, 
who  had  been  captured  by  some  of  the 
Mas.sachusea’s  privateers  mar  Bos'on, 
to  which,  from  the  want  of  inform  tion, 
he  was  proceeding  soon  after  the  British 
I'.ad  evat.uatcd  it.  The  above  act  of  Con- 
giess  was  forwarded  to  Massachiis.-tts 
with  a request  that  they  would  detain 
Licul.  Col.  Campbell  and  keep  him  in 
safe  custody  till  the  further  order  tif  Con- 
gress. I he  council  of  Massachnseii  s 
exceeded  this  request,  and  sent  him  to 
Concord  jail,  where  he  was  lodged  in  a 
gloomy  dungeon  ol  twelve  or  thirteen 
feet  square.  The  attendance  of  a single 
servant  on  his  person  was  denied  iiim, 
and  every  visit  from  a friend  refused. 

The  prisoners  captured  by  Sir  \Vil- 
liam  Howe  in  1776  amounted  to  many 
hundreds.  'I'lie  officers  were  admitted 
to  parole,  and  liad  some  waste  houses  as» 
signed  to  them  as  quarter*  ; hut  the  pri- 
vates were  sliut  up  in  the  coldest  season 
of  the  year  in  churches,  sugar  houses, 
and  other  large  open  buildings.  The  se, 

verity  of  the  WLather,  and  the  rigor  cf 
their  treatment,  occasioned  the  death  of 
niany  humlreds  of  these  imforHmate  men.

That  since  tlie  beginning  of  Oclouer  uil 
these  prisoners,  uoili  ofricers  anti  privates, 
liad  been  confined  in  prison  ships  or  the 
Provost  : tliatfioin  the  best  evidence  the 
sn,/ject  could  aUinitol',  the  general  al- 
lowance of  pi  isoi.eis  at  most  tnd  not  ex- 
ceed dour  ounces  ot  meat  per  day,  and 
often  so  claiuaged  as  not  to  be  eatable  ; 
that  it  had  been  a common  practice  with 
the  Brilisii,  on  a piisoncr’s  being  first  cap- 
tured, to  keep  him  three,  lour,  or  five 
days,  without  a morsel  of  meat,  and  then 
to  tempt  liini  to  eintsi  to  save  his  life  : that 
there  were  numerous  iiisiances  ol  pris- 
eiius  of  war  perishing  in  all  the  agonies 
ol  hunger.” 

About  this  lime  there  were  a meeting 
of  nierchanis  and  onicrs  in  London,  tor 
the  purpose  ol  raising  a sum  ol  money 
to  relieve  the  disiicsses  of  the  American 
piisoncis  '.hen  in  England.  The  sum 
subscribed  lor  that  purpose  amounted  in 
twoniui.ihs  to  M647  15«.  Thus  while 
biiman  nature  was  disboiioreii  by  the  cru- 
ellies ol  some  of  the  British  in  Auaerica, 
there  was  a laudable  display  of  the  be- 
nevolence of  oincis  ot  Uie  same  nation 
in  Europe.  The  .American  suiiurs,  when 
captured  by  the  Bviiisn,  sudered  mare 
than  even  tiie  soldiers  wmcli  tell  into  their 
hands.  Tiie  loi  iner  were  confined  on 
board  prison  ships;  they  were  there  crown- 
ed togeliier  in  such  numbers,  and  tlieir 
accoininodatioiis  were  so  wretched,  that 
diseases  broke  out  and  swept  them  oil  in 
a maimer  that  was  suiticient  to  excite 
coinpassina  III  breasts  of  Uie  least  sensi- 
bility. it  nas  been  asserted,  on  as  good 
evidence  as  the  case  will  admit,  that  in 
the  last  six  years  of  war  upwarcs  ol  ele- 
ven thousand  persons  dieu  on  board  the 
jersey,  one  of  tlitsc  prison  snips,  which

B.  considered  his 
vessel  as  lost ; but  as  a last  resort,  when 
the  President  was  coming  up  w’ithin  gun- 
shot of  the  Belvidcra.  orders  w’ere  given 
to  cutaway  the  anebors,  slave  the  water 
casks,  and  throw  overboard  the  boats  and' 
every  thing  moveable,  whicii  could  be 
spared,  and  which  could  tend  to  lighten 
he  ship— as  soon  as  this  had  been  done. 
It  was  observed  that  the  Bclvidera  negan 
'o  draw  from  the  chase  ; which  being 
discovered  by  Commodore  Rodgers,  he 
op'-ned  his  fire  upon  her,  in  the  hope  of 
disabling  some  of  her  sp  ns  and  thereby 
enable  him  to  come  up  with  her.  Capt. 
B.  declared  that  the  fire  from  the  Presi-

K»  a market,  lavished  their  tvealth  for 
th:.-ir  ransom  ; nor  was  the  procuration 
of  our  iilterty  all — we  had  been  alniost 
etitii'cly  stripped  by  Indians  ; cloiitcs,  such 
as  the  exigency  of  the  occasion  permitted 
to  be  prepared,  were  furnished  us. 

Enclosed  I send  you  a roll  of  33  pris- 
ouers  who  were  sent  Iroin  Sandwich  on 
the  8th  inst.  as  well  as  eleven  who  came 
«n  to  this  place  with  Dr.  Bower  and  my- 
self, and  of  5 others  who  remained  at 
isandwich, under  the  care  of  Dr.  Samuel 
M’Keehan,  Surgeon's  mate  t;d  Kegiment, 
Ohio  Volunteers. 

The  prisoners  at  Sandwich  with  the 
exception  of  Jesse  Green  will  all  recover, 
and  much  is  to  be  hoped  for  him. 

One  man  died  on  the  1st  inst.  Martin 
Netlierforil,  a private  iti  Capt.  Bland  W. 
'B.iilard's  company,  Istregt.  Ken.  Volun- 
teer riflemen. 

On  the  8th  inst.  Col.  Proctor  ordered 
Fie  to  make  out  a reiuni  of  all  the  prisoti- 
•rs  who  were  killed  by  the  Indians  siib- 
sc^iuent  to  the  battle,  agreeably  to  the 
best  infornialion  1 could  collect.  The 
enclosed  return  markc.,  (B)  was  produc- 
ed by  his  order  ; I might  have  added  the 
gallant  Captain  Nathaniel  G.  S.  Hart, 
l)cp.  Inspector  Gencrnl ; Capt.  John  H. 
Woolfolk.  your  secretary; — Capt.  Vir- 
gil M’C  racke  ,of  Col.  .Vilen  s retcimeiit ; 
Ensign  Levi  Wells  ol  the  7th  U.  S.  In- 
I'aiitrv,  anda  numberof  pi  ivales,  whom  1 
find  by  subsequent  information  have  been 
massacred.  The  memory  of  past  servi- 
ces rendered  me  by  Capt.  Hart's  family, 
made  me  particularly  anxious  to  ascer- 
tain his  fate;  1 Haltered  myself  he  was 
alitc,  and  every  information  I could  get 
for  so  ne  time  flattered  my  hopes;  but 
One  of  the  last  prisoners  w ho  was  brought 
4n  told  me  that  the  Captain  was  certainly 
massacred ; he  was  so  badly  wounded  as 
to  prevent  him  from  walking  ; the  Indians 
took  him  some  distance  on  a horse,  but  at 
length  look  himofl'and  tomahawked  him 

A'lout  the  10th  inst.  an  Inc.ian  brough 
Capt.  M'Crackeii's  commissior  to  Sand- 
wich ; the  paper  was  bloody.  The  fel- 
low said  he  took  the  Captain  in  mist,  bu, 
«oine  time  after  when  stripped  and  exam- 
ining him,  he  found  an  Indian  scalp  in  liis 
bosom,  which  induced  hint  to  kill  him. 
This  you  cannot  but  be  assured  is  a hum- 
bug ot  the  feilow'S  own  making  to  screen 
Jiiinsrlf  from  the  odium  of  barbarity 
The  captain's  character  and  the  danger 
that  attended  his  carrying  such  furniture 
in  a disastrous  battle,  gives  it  tlie  lie. 

Captain  Woolfolk  after  having  been 
wounded  in  two  places,  by  some  means 
had  got  refuge  in  one  of  the  French  hou- 
«cs  on  the  Raisin — he  was  discovered  next 
dav  and  dragged  from  his  assylum — he 
w'as  taken  to  the  house  of  a Mr.  Lassclle, 
■where  he  said  he  would  give  1000  dollars 
to  any  one  who  would  purchase  li'm.  Mr 
L.’ssciK-  Slid  it  was  out  of  his  power,  but 
he  had  no  doubt  U.s  brother  would  do  it 
Avlio  lived  ,ti  land — he  directed  his  own- 
ers to  the  house  of  his  brother,  but  as  they 
were  on  their  way  an  Indian  from  a waste 
bouse  shot  hl'n  through  the  head. 

Ensign  Wells  w ,s  taken  from  my  side 
unhurt.  I coiisidernl  him  aiive  until  on 
my  arrival  .it  this  place,  Capt  Naggs 
tells  me  he  was  killed  by  a Pultawalamie 
Indian,  not  long  after  he  was  taken. 

•VLiny  fresli  scalps  have  been  brought 
us  since  the  battle,  flead  bodies  seen  thro’ 
the  coiintrv,  which  proves  that  others 
ha-.e  been  killed,  hose  names  I have  not 
b eti  able  to  find  out;  indcpeiidert  ol 
fliose  reported  to  Col.  Proctor. 

Ttiis  sir,  is  all  the  infovlintion  1 have 
b .011  able  to  collect  conccriiing  those  who 
were  massacrcil.  The  fifteen  or  eigh- 
teen mentioned  in  the  remarks  to  the  re- 
• turn  made  to  Col.  Proctor,  whose  names 
«1<»  not  a])pear,  were  not  known  by  those 
who  saw  them  killed. 

Major  Graves  of  tne  5th  regt.  of  the 
Kentucky  Volunteers,  I Itave  been  able 
t.o  get  no  information  of,  furthe.r  than  tli.at 
lie  was  brotight  to  the  river  Rouge  on  the 
iiilh  or  26lh  of  January  in  a sleigh  ; 1 
/ear  from  our  not  liaving  heard  any  thing 
of  him  since  that  he  is  no  more — and  that 
valuable  ollicer  forever  lost  to  his  coun- 
firy. 

•Enclosed  (C)  g'vea  you  the  names  of 
thv.c  who  from  good  iniormation  are  still 
in  tile  bush.  .Vt  a rough  guess  founded 
on  the  few  facts  I have  been  able  to  glean, 
I may  say  with  some  certainty  that  there 
arc  still  thirty  or  forty  alive  with  the  In- 
dians. 

The  prospect  of  a speedy  reiimi  of 
those  poor  fellows  I think  but  gloomy,  as 
Col.  Proctor  lias  issued  an  order  eiijoin- 
iiig  individuals  to  purchase  no  more  ; and 
tlic  l.idiaiiS  hate  been  paid  a greater  price 
lor  those  already  tielivered,  than  the  go- 
vernment will  give. — Cols.  Wells,  Lewis 
..'S-k!  Vll'MV-s  sei  vaiiis  arc  acting  as  Valets 
to  Indian  Chiefs.  Capt.  Hart's  servant 
is  afve.lint  where  he  is,  is  nnccruin. 

Tsie  dead  of  our  army  arc  still  denied 
the  taghis  ol  sepulture  ; at  the  time  1 left 
SiiicVvich I was  told  the  bogs  were  eal- 
tiiglhein;  a genlleinaii  told  me  he  had 
seen  them  ru ailing  about  with  sculls, 
arms,  legs,  and  other  parts  of  the  human 
sysi 'm  in  their  months.  The  I'rciich 
peoplo  on  the  river  R.iisin.  buried  Capts. 
Hurt,  Woolfolk-,  ami  some  oiiiers,  but  it 
was  more  than  their  lives  were  worth  to 
Invc  been  caught  paying  this  last  accus- 
lo  lied  tribute  to  (the  dead)  mortality.

Aikins,  Curtis  and 
Parrow,  who  commanded  the  guard  of 
our  prisoners,  all  deserve  mv  thanks. 
Dr.  Bower  was  unwearied  ir  his  atten- 
dance upon  our  wounded,  and  during  our 
stay  studie.d  only  to  alleviate  their  pain. 
He  was  ordered  c^.  to  tliis  place  with  me. 

Dr.  Mc'Kcekaii  is  the  gentleman  who 
was  sent  through  by  Gen.  Harrison  with 
a flag  of  truce,  to  attend  the  wounded  ; 
his  wounds  prevented  him  from  doing 
much  while  we  remained.  He  is  a wor- 
thy man,  and  I liave  no  doubt  but  (he  pris- 
oners will  do  well  iititler  li's  care.
